TOKYO, June 12—One of the 
U.S. Army's top legal officers 
arrived in Tokyo today to offer 
his advice on the defense of 
specialist William Girard, the 
soldier who faces trial in a Japa- 
nese court for the shooting of a 
Japanese woman. 

“TT am an Army man here to 
help a soldier,”’ said Brig. Gen. 
Charles L. Decker, assistant 
judge advocate general of the 
Army, when asked to define his 
mission. He said, however, that 
his purpose was not to help ‘“‘pre- 
pare a defense but to consult.” 

Girard is scheduled for trial 
in the next few weeks in the 
Maebashi_ district court near 
Tokyo for fatally wounding Nakai 
Sakai during a lull in firing prac- 
tice on the joint U.S.-Japanese 
maneuver ground at Somagahara 
near Maebashi. 

Decker said he did not know 
how long he would be in Japan 
nor whether he would stay or 
return for Girard’s trial. He was 
ordered here by Wilber M. Bruck- 
er, Army secretary, after the 
question of whether Girard should 
be tried by Army court-martial 
or in a Japanese court became

At Lasts Accepts a Fact 


The Big Ten, the holier-than-thou col- 
lege football conference of the Middle 
West, finally has admitted a reality which 
most other conferences long ago brought 
into the open. It has voted to give ath- 
letes what is sometimes known as the 
“full ride.” 

In other words, it openly has voted to 
acknowledge a fact which all colleges in 
bigtime football have practiced under one 
guise or, another for decades. Either 
through alumni funds or some other un- 
dercover method, star athletes have been 
subsidized. But evasion and dishonesty 
caused scandals and were a mockery of 
institutions of higher learning. 

The Southeastern Conference back in 
1935, headed by the University of Flori- 
da’s president, Dr. John J. Tigert, took 
the lead in erasing the hypocrisy by 
adopting a system of grants-in-aid from 
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the member colleges themselves. It was 


designed to end cheating and dishonesty 
reflecting upon football as well as the 
Institutions themselves. 

The Big Ten and the Pacific Coast 
Conference were especially indignant. 
Cries of purity.and righteousness and con- 
demnations of the Southeastern schools 
were the order of the dav. 

“All the time,” says Dr. Tigert, “ath- 
letes were taking money under the table 
in the Big Ten and everywhere else. I 
knew it and evervbody else knew it.”

The Civil Rights Battle 


It is obvious from the first tests that 
Southern congressmen have a touch-and- 
go battle in their efforts to modify the 
civil rights bill now under debate in the 
House of Representatives. There appears 
to be little hope that the major amend- 
ment—on jury trials—will survive the 
House vote. 

A total of 21 amendments are to be 
proposed by Southerners. Some of them 
may be accepted but those which would 
cut the real sting out of the bill appar- 
ently have little chance. 

What we are witnessing actually is 
an exercise in practical politics. The 
southern  conservative=-GOP — coalition, 
which has enabled the Southerners to 
keep these measures bottled up for two 
cli les, seems to be falling apart—at 
least over this issue.

British Lion’s Now Winning 
Industrial Productivity Battle 


There are gathering signs that Britain's great battle of industrial 


productivity is being won. If 


1s promise holds, Prime Minister Mac- 


millan’s “‘opportunity state’’ will have passed a major test for earning 


its jabel. 

Oddly enough, one of the biggest 
factors in the victory over lagging 
productivity may spring from the 
wage increases just granted more 
than two and a half: million key 
workers. This seems paradoxical, 
since it has been the persistent 
upward thrust of wages that has 
kept British industry in such a pre- 
carious cost-versus-production bal- 
ance. 

But, as an extensively document- 
ed article in Fortune magazine 
points out, the combination of la- 
bor’s scarcity and its high price 
has led British industry to improve 
the technica: means for productiv- 
ity. This has been done to such an 
extent that the yearly increase in 
the gross national product has far 
outstripped prewar levels and now 
compares favorably with that of 
the United States. 

This bettering of the techniques 
of production—superi 


ment practice, ) \ 
will be matched with an improve- 
ment in the per-man productivity 
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of labor if the new wage increase 
agreement is fulfilled. Fer its 
terms, growing out of government 
arbitration in the bitter labor man- 
agement showdown of last March, 
include labor leaders’ promises to 
end many of the senseless rules 
restricting the output of workers 
and to aid the installation of new 
machines and techniques. 

These two promises may prove 
difficult to fulfill when it comes to 
specific cases. But the climate for 
an all-around updating of labor- 
management relations and for dis- 
carding of wasteful practices by 
both sides is better than it has 
deen for some time.

I learned the wet way the time 
we responded to the cail from the 
crossroads grocery. Father 
climbed the ladder and_ started 
tearing shingles from the hot roof. 
I poked my head into the. attic 
just in time to catch the full force 
of the first bucket of water doused 
from above. It quenched my 
Spirits, but we saved the store. 

Back to our house — within a 
short time, the fire was under 
control, as the reporters say. Be- 
fore long the wood shingles had 
been replaced by something less 
flammable. 

What stirred the ashes of mem- 
ory was a news story saying, ‘‘Loss 
of Old-Type Phones Seen as Han- 
dicap in Fire.”

People Cause Most 
Of Their Troubles 


‘Man is born to trouble as the sparks flv up 
ward” (Job 5:7). The inevitability = tata is 
thing each of us can vouch for. uble seems | 
sometimes and to build high walls of frustration 


sometimes to frame our lives 


around our efforts. Think for a moment of the troubles which are 
commonplace. There are fires, tornadoes and floods; pains, sickness 
and deaths: crimes and dishonesty of all kinds; wars and rumors of 
wars; sprained wrists, sore feet and ingrown toenails. 


On and on we might continue 
the catalog of human misery. Who 
among us could not sing, “No- 
body knows the trouble I’ve seen,” 
and mean every word? 

Although no single answer can 
explain trouble, there are some 
conclusions which we can draw. 
One conclusion is this: Some 
troubles may be beyond the pow- 
er of men to control but other 
troubles are man-made. 

Recently we have been made 
aware of the devastation of na- 
ture. Great windstorms have de- 
stroyved so many homes and these 
winds and rains have caused 
mighty floods which have swept 
away life and property. Such oc- 
currences we descnbe as ‘‘acts 
of God,” which is an easy way 
to explain what we do not fully 
understand. 

The laws of nature, so I have 
been told, require that the earth 
maintain a certain stability and 
poise. When the earth gets out of 
balance, for instance, an earth- 
quake follows and the earth 
shrugs itself back to equilibrium. 
An earthquake restores a certain 
serenity to the earth but crushes 
the screnity of man. This kind of 
trouble comes because we live in 
that kind of a world. That God so 
acts, wilfully and resolutely, is a 
queer kind of an argument. Yet, 
our kind of a world does stir up 
man's imagination and ingenuity 
so that he is able to cope, insofar

as it is humanly possible, with 
such circumstances.

Clem Greene 


School Made 
A Landmark 


Fulton County's oldest school- 
house, Clem Greene School, cele-| 
brated its 100th = anniversary! 
Tuesday with the unveiling of a) 
marker by the Georgia Historical 
Commission. The marker estab- 
lishes the little log schoolhouse, 
which is located on a hill over- 
looking Fulton County Airport, as 
an historical landmark. 

Under the direction of Mrs. W. 
C. Dameron, president of the 
Clem Greene Pioneer School 
Club, Inc., the school was moved 
to its present site from a spot 
near Adamsville, which was 
called Lick Skillet back in 1857 
when the school was built. It has

been at its present site about 
two yeals. | 

Three generations of Clem, 
Greene's family attended the 
marker unveiling ceremony. | 
They were his granddaughter, 
Mrs. George H. Gillon Sr., 2544. 
Peachtree Rd., NW; his great-. 
grandson, George H. Gillon, 1906 
Ardmore Rd., NW, and his great- 
great-grandson, 2-year-old Stew-' 
art Greene Gillon. 

Mr. Greene built the school for 
use by his children, his brother | 


William’s children, and his ten-| 


ants’ children, some of whom | 
had to walk as far as five miles| 
in order.to be on time for school 
at 8 o'clock. 

The position of the teacher was 
not very rewarding, financially, 
as it yielded only about $25 per 
month. This amount was raised 
by means of the children’s 9 
cents per day tuition. 

Although some __ students 
studied, others carved names in 
the rough-hewn benches. Some 
of these names are still preserved 
in the little school where they 
were gouged out of the wood.

With the exception of big game hunting in Africa, Flliott has 
thoroughly covered the bunting and fishing frontier. So it seemed 
appropriate to determine which was his favorite sport. 
*‘Honestly, I can't say. I enjoy all of it, and I enjoy writing 
about it. It's not only the sport itself. To me there's nothing like 
a trip through the woods, a lake and a boat. There's no substitute 
for nature.”’ 
Elliott is a native of Dried Indian Creek, and he has been 
an outdoor addict since he was old enough to pull a trigger 
and bait a hook. 
“I remember when I was a small kid,’’ he remembered, ‘‘l'd 
slip off from home with a piece of bread and some salt in my 
pocket. I'd shoot a rabbit, a squirrel, or something and cook a 
meal. I was a four-letterman in high school at Covington, but the 
other sports didn't compare with those days in the woods. I'm still 
a footba) and baseball fan, but hunting and fishing come first.” 
From Indian Creek and Covington, Elliott went on to the 
University of Georgia, where he majored in forestry. While at 
Georgia, he sold his first magazine article to Angus Perkerson, 
the famous editor of the Journal magazine. That was in the 
late twenties, and Flliott's by-line is now the final word on 
wildlife in our vicinity. 
Elliott was director of the Georgia Game and Fish Commis- 
sion for several years. He has worked for the state parks and 
forestry commissions, in one capacity or another, for almost 20 
years.

The Dow actually is nearer the 
top than Standard because of the 
difference in the amounts of each. 
Standard closed last night at 
47.94 and Dow at 509.48. 


The record for the Dow indus- 
trial average was set last April 
6 and the Standard Aug. 2. The 
Dow missed making a new high 
by a mere tenth of a point Aug. 
2, 1956, and actually it did set 
an intra-day high in that session. 


Hence, there really isn’t much 
difference between the two fig- 


ures in their following of a trend. | the 


The big difference between Dow 
and Standard is their size. 

The Standard index is so much 
broader it reflects actual prices 
much more accurately. It is con- 
sidered accurate to say the 
Standard index rose 54 cents yes- 
terday, but it isn’t considered 
right to say Dow ran up $5.72. 
You must say 5.72 points.

It said that to date this year, the 
domestic beet sugar industry has 
supplied only about 20 per cent of 
total quantity marketed, 
whereas its quota is 22.4 per cent 
of total requirements. 

As a consequence, imported cane 
sugar has moved in to fill the beet 
sugar gap, bringing advancing 
prices and a threat of future
